Documents 1 and 2 cited in the international search report describe the inventions of claims 1-3, 5- 
7, 1 1-13 and 15-17, and therefore these inventions lack novelty and an inventive step. The entire text 
of document 1 describes a preparation in which a benzimidazole compound is coated with film 
containing an insoluble polymer such as ethyl cellulose and the like, an enteric polymer such as a 
methacrylic acid-methyl methacrylate copolymer, and a plasticizer. The entire text of document 2 
describes a preparation in which erythromycin is coated with a film containing an insoluble polymer 
such as ethyl cellulose and the like, an enteric polymer such as methacrylic acid-methyl methacrylate 
copolymer, and a plasticizer. 

Document 1 cited in the international search report describes the inventions of claims 4, 8-10, 14, 
and 18-20, and therefore these inventions lack novelty and an inventive step. The entire text of 
document 1 describes a preparation in which a core containing a benzimidazole compound and an 
alkaline substance is coated with a film containing an insoluble polymer, an enteric polymer, and a 
plasticizer. 
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
